Dutch Boat Fires Warning Shots

THE HAGUE, Oct. 2 (AP).—A 
Netherlands naval guard boat, the 
Z7, was disclosed officially today 
to have fired warning shots to stop 
the 1004ton British ship Lindis- 
farne last night after they had col- 
lided in Netherlands territorial wa- 
ters off the Hook of Holland. 

The Lindisfarne ignored a sum- 
mons to stop; the official report 
said, whereupon the patrol boat 
used gunfire and compelled the 
British merchantman to return to 
port at the Hook of Holland. 

After an official record was made 
of the collision and the alleged at- 
tempt to elude a Netherlands war- 
ship, the Lindisfarne was permit- 
ted to proceed.

TORPEDO MAY HAVE 
FAILED TO EXPLODE 


By ROBERT RANDOLPH

From time to time, both 
the United States and for- 

navies, it has happened 

torpedoes fired - for prac- 
tice have veered from their 
course and struck and damaged 
nearby naval vessels. Since a prac- 
tice torpedo has the warhead fi'led 
with water instead of TNT, it does 
not explode. But, weighing 2090 
pounds or more and traveling at 
45 or 50 miles an hour, it can do 
a lot of damage just from the force 
with which it strikes, Four years 
ago, a practice torpedo plunged 
through the side of a United States 
destroyer and into the shaft allcy. 

During the World War, some sub- 
marine commanders had the exas- 
perating experience of firing a 
loaded torpedo and seeing it strike 
without detonating. If the target 
was an armored warship, or if it 
was a merchant vessel with a good 
hull, no harm was done to the ship. 
However, many of the smaller 
freighters that ply the waters are 
not in very good condition, their 
sides being rust-eaten, weak or 
strained. 

It is entirely probable that the 
Solaas’ plates may have givén way 
when struck by a torpedo that 
failed to detonate. The torpedo, 21 
inches or more in diameter, could 
have punched a hole large enough

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP).—AlI- 
fred E. Smith appealed to Ameri- 


eans last night to stand solidly be 
hind President Roosevelt in his ef- 
fort to amend the Neutrality Act 
because “he is so ciearly right.” 

Speaking over a nation-wide ra- 
dio network, Smith added: “I 
urge this with all the sincerity | 

ssess, with the profound convic- 
tion that 1 speak for the good of 
the nation which we all love.” 

It was Smith's first pubdlic utter- 
ance favoring an administration 
policy since he “took a walk” from 
the Democratic party in the 1936 
presidential election and cam- 
paigned against Mr. Roosevelt, his 
former close personal and political 
friend. 

The 1928 Democratic presidential 
nominee declared bluntly “the pres- 
‘ent Neutrality Act does not work. 
It has been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting.” 


Country Can't Afford to 
Enter War. 

HUDSON, Mass., Oct. 2 (AP) 
Registering his opposition to repeal 
of the arms embargo, United States 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler (Dem.,), 
Montana, declared today Europe's 
problem paralleled others faced 
many times—“the characters may 
be more bold, but the plot and the 
climax are as old as European his- 
tory itself.” 

Addressing a celebration in his 
honor yesterday, Wheeler asserted 
his sympathies were “with the Al- 
lies—and I know that the American 
people and all lovers of democracy 
want Hitlerism crushed.” 

“Our entry into war cannot be 
measured alone in terms of lives 
lost and dollars spent,” he added. 
“The price would surely be loss of 
democracy and christianity. They 
cannot withstand the impact of 
war.” He said that although he 
opposed the sale of finished muni- 
tions products he would favor the 
cash-and-carry sale of raw mate- 
rials. “There is a vast difference,” 
he explained, “between raw ma- 
terials and the finished product.” 
He said, however, he would “insist” 
that all war time sales be “paid 
for in cash and delivery made in 
this country.” 


“I believe that we should prevent) 


the transportation in American 
ships of any goods of any kind, 
war goods or other goods, contra- 
band or non-contraband, or any 
Passengers to the warring nations. 

Cites World War Experience. 

“It was undoubtedly the absence 
ef such a law in 1917 that brought 
us into the World War.

BREST-LITOVSK, Russia, Oct. 2 
(AP).—Soviet Russia is communiz- 
ing Eastern Poland as fast as the 
Red army advances into the parti- 
tioned Polish state. 

Supported by truckloads of Com- 
munist literature and large pictures 
of Josef Stalin, Communism is be- 
ing brought nearer Central Europe. 

One of Nazi Germany’s favorite 
pieces of strategy is to send soup 
‘kitchens behind the army in an ef- 
fort to win over the population in 
occupied territories, but the Com- 
munists send propaganda trucks 
with the army and start right in 
converting the populace. 


Local governing committees are} 


‘being set up, militias are being 
formed to police villages, and facto- 
ries are now in the workers’ hands, 
‘with one Russian on each factory 
‘committee. Smaller workshops, 
however, have not been touched, 
‘Big Estates to Be Divided. 

| The partition of large estates, of 
which there are many belonging to 
Polish noblemen, is expected to 
istart soon. 

The trucks carrying Communist 
literature and Stalin's pictures halt 
at the towns to preach the Bolshe- 
vist gospel. 

I saw several of them during two 
and one-half days as the guest in 
‘this section of the Red army. 
| During that visit, I got a side- 
light on Russia’s strength. Russia 
‘appeared to be pouring more than 
1,000,000 men with full equipment 
‘into Eastern Poland. 
| Wearing dust-colored uniforms, 
the Communist troops are literally 
swarming over stony, dusty roads 
They are marching day and night, 
division after division, from the in- 
terior of Russia. 

The army looked as if it were 
three-fourths Asiatic and one-fourth 
European. It was Western in its 
motorized heavy artillery, in the 
standardization of equipment and 
plentiful modern anti-tank guns. It 
‘appeared overwhelmingly Asiatic in 
\its tremendous man power, prepon- 
derance of horses and sparse mech- 
anization. 

Many pieces of mechanized equip- 
‘ment had broken down, Disabled 
‘machinery alongside roads or being 
towed totaled more pieces than I 
had seen immobilized altogether 
‘from the Saar occupation in 1935

Trains Still Running. 

Between here and the old Rus- 
sian frontier there is no destruc- 
tion beyond ruined railway stations 
and airports, bombed by the Ger- 
man flyers. This is the only sec- 
tion of Poland where trains are 
running. 

Brest-Litovsk itself was shot up 
in fighting around the citadel for 
several days before the Poles sur- 
rendered. The airport is pock 
marked with bomb holes and 20 
burned Polish planes lie beside a 
caved-in hangar. 

Communist laborers’ committees 


are working to get life back to nor- 
mal. Communist newspapers al- 
ready are being printed in White 
Russian here, at Wilno and at Ba- 
ranowicze. 

Red Army Discipline.

State Efficient 


Despite Weak Laws, Author Finds 


Washington Lawyer Commends Expansion of 
Administrative Staff—Criticises County 
Jails and Workhouses.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A sin- 
cere and largely successful attempt 
to overcome the weaknesses of Mis- 
souri’s parole laws has been made 
by Gov. Stark's administration, ac- 
cording to “Parole With Honor,” a 
book by Wilbur La Roe Jr, which 
was issued today by the Prince 
ton University Press. As a result, 
says the author, Missouri possesses 
a “reasonably independent and effi- 
cient parole system.” 

The present administration, he 
asserts, “has energetically attacked 
the problem of modernizing the 
penal system of the State, including 
probation and parole. Especially 
praiseworthy are the appointment 
of an experienced executive as di- 
rector of probation and parole and 
the selection of a field staff of 13 
officers through competitive exam- 
inations.” 

La Roe is a lawyer practicing in 
this city, and chairman of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Parole Board. 
Out of long experience, he is op- 
posed to the Missouri statute which 
vests ultimate paroling authority in 
the Governor instead of an inde- 
pendent board of experts, but ad- 
mits that the Governor of Missouri 
usually accepts the recommenda- 
tion of the State Board of Proba- 
tion and Parole. He praises the 
board's operations as “intelligent 
and efficient.” It consists of the 
Lieutenant-Governor and two mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor 
with the consent of the Senate. 

Advocates Permanent Boards. 

The writer believes that parole 
boards should not include busy offi- 
cials such as a Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and that their membership 
should be permanent. In Missouri 


him, and he is ready for it.” 

Sanford Bates, author of “Prisons 
and Beyond,” is quoted as relating 
an instance of turnover in the 
guard foree of one of Missouri's 
penal institutions. “On examining 
into the cause of the upheaval,” it 
is declared, “he found that as a 
political plum each member of the 
Assembly had been permitted to 
select one prison officer.” Similar 
conditions, on a wholesale basis, 
are reported in Illinois, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. 

La Roe’s severest criticism is of 
Missouri's “sub-standard” city and 
county jails and workhouses. Out 
of 99 such institutions, inspected 
by the Federal Bureau of Prisons, 
he states, 77 were rated lower than 
50 per cent, 19 between 50 and 59 
per cent, and only three between 
60 and 69 per cent. Out of 103 
jails and workhouses examined in 
Illinois, 65 were under 50 per cent, 
35 between 50 and 59 per cent, one 
between 60 and 69 per cent, and 
two between 70 and 79 per cent. In 
Arkansas 76 jails were inspected; 
65 were ranked under 50 per cent 
and 11 between 50 and 59 per cent. 

Illinois System Praised. 

In contrast to Missouri, accord- 
‘ing to the book, Illinois “has the 
essentials of a potentially excellent 
‘parole system,” but “in years past 
it has been marred by ad- 
‘ministrative weaknesses.” In 1917,

The Board of Control of the City Art Museum has

of Meyric R. Rogers. The board is condemned for 
“inefficiency and disregard of their duty to the citi- 
zens of St. Louis in permitting a situation to arise 
in the management of the museum that made it im- 
possible for Mr. Rogers to continue as director.” De- 
scribing the situation as one which “a self-respect- 
ing director could not put up with indefinitely,” this 
group of professional artists demands an explanation 
by the board and correction of its methods so the 
next director will not meet Mr. Rogers’ handicap. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Post-Dispatch 
reported the cause of Mr. Rogers’ resignation six 
weeks ago, Louis La Beaume, president of the Board 
of Control, apparently has no idea what all this is 
about.

DOES “CASH” MEAN 90-DAY CREDIT? 

Failure to include a genuine cash-and-carry pro- 

vision in the neutrality revision bill has provided the 
administration's opponents with a new weapon of 
assault, which is certain to be wielded lustily in the 
debate beginning today. 
As the measure now stands, it permits the sale 
of goods to the belligerents on commercial credits 
and short-term obligations, thus allowing up to 90 
days between shipment of the goods and payment. 
Administration leaders contend this means cash sales, 
but the general public had expected a rigid provision 
in accordance with the “cash on the barrel-head” slo- 
gan of revision spokesmen. 

In response to protests over the 90-day provision, 
the draft of the bill has been amended to provide that 
debtors who fail to pay at the end of that time may 
receive no further credit. They are not debarred 
from buying goods for cash thereafter, however. 
This is an improvement on the original measure, but 
it still leaves a loophole: a customer could buy.a 
large shipment, or several shipments, on 90-day terms, 
refuse to pay for the goods and make future purchases 


for cash. This would create the very situation of} 


debts abroad, of a financial stake in the victory of 
one side, that the cash provision. of the law was ex- 
pressly designed to avoid. 

Whether or not the 90-day: provision violates the 
Johnson Act, it does violate the everyday meaning 
of spot-cash transactions, which the public had ex- 
pected to see written into the law. To keep the credit 
clause in .the bill is to invite fiery controversy and 
delay, which the administration desires particularly 
to avoid. There can be no doubt that the elimination 
of this provision would make passage of the bill far 
easier, as Senator Minton, an administration leader, 
points out. In fact, some opposition Senators say 
the bill would be approved quickly if thus amended. 

So far as actual business is concerned, the terms 
are of no moment, for European buyers will hasten to 
pay cash if asked to do so. Withdrawal of the dis- 
puted clause would be sound parliamentary strategy 
for the administration. )

Section 3A of the Pittman draft orders 
American citizens and air and water craft 
neither to visit nor pass through what the 
President may establish as “combat areas,” 
except under such regulations as he may 
prescribe. Section 5A makes it unlawful 
for American citizens to travel on the ships 
of a belligerent, something they previously 
reserved the right to do at their own risk. 
Section 6 forbids an American seafaring 
vessel to be armed, which was the position 
the Germans took in 1914-17 and President 
Wilson resisted. And there are other re- 
strictions, such as a ban on private Ameri- 
can loans to private persons among the bel- 
ligerents—hitherto exercised as a right. 
These sections of the proposed law are 
definitely designed as insurance against our 
involvement in the European war. They 
represent an attempt on the part of Con- 
gress to write a national security formula 
in advance of events, thus reflecting its own, 
and what seems to be the country’s, willing- 
ness to abandon sovereignty and neutral 
rights in an effort to keep out of the war 
in Europe, .

In the anxiety of Mr. Pittman and his 
colleagues to make this national security in- 
surance as broad as possible, they drafted in 
Section 1A a provision which distinguishtd 
lawyers have told this correspondent was 
Plainly ubhconstitutional.

This conception of the duty of the 


elected legislator is the very heart 
and soul of representative govern- 
ment. Let the legislator abdicate 
to the executive, and there is per- 
scnal government; let him abdicate 
to the pressure of crowds, and there 
is government by agitators and 
demagogues. 

The legislator cannot, without be- 
traying free government, abdicate 
his right and his duty to follow his 
own best judgment in the light of 
his own conscience. 

Happily, that is the view adopted 
by the American Legion in its con- 
vention in Chicago, that it is the 
task of the citizens to say that they 
want neutrality, and non-involve- 
ment and a wholly adequate arma- 
ment, but that it is the task of the 
Congress and the administration 
jointly to determine the means. 

The Legion hes given the people 
a wise example. It has recognized 
that citizens can declare, for ex- 
ample, in favor of increased nation- 
al defense, but that citizens cannot 
make blue prints for new battle- 
ships. It has recognized equally 
that citizens can declare for a pol- 
icy of neutrality, but that they are 
in no position to determine wheth- 
er, for example, an embargo on fin- 
ished arms or an embargo on ships 
and finance is the better means.

The character of the armaments 
and the structure of the neutral- 
ity legislation cannot be determined 
by letter writers and by the radio 
audience; that is responsible and 
technical work which calls for 
firsthand information, for study and 
reflection and for thorough discus- 
sion among men who are able to 
know all the facts. 

It is a work that Congress can- 
not evade by counting letters, read- 
ing the result of polls, and trying 
to make its decisions conform to 
the winds of opinion. 

* * * 


The people can speak to Con- 
gress about what they -want ac- 
complished; as to how it is to be 
accomplished, Congress must use 
its judgment, and in so far as 
any bloc in Congress seeks to in- 
cite pressure which prevents the 
Congressmen from using. their 
judgment, that bloc is violating the 
spirit of representative govern- 
ment. 

Much is at stake in this debate. 
Not least among these things is 
whether representative government 
is to prove itself equal to the 
great task which has to be done. 
If the debate is protracted into a 
filibuster, if it ceases to be hon- 
est deliberation and becomes a 
contest in the incitement of popu- 
lat emotion and the encourage- 
ment of pressure groups, then 
whatever the final outcome, the 
country will suffer. 

It will suffer wecause it will 
have to face the grave perils that 
lie ahead without a Government 
that can be relied upon, without 
leadership that it can confidently 
trust, without the unity that is 
the one, final, sure guarantee of 
its security. 

That must not happen. It will 
not happen if Congress will debate 
the measure before it, decide the 
issue when every responsible leg- 
islator has had his say, and then 
remain continually on guard to 
deal with the effects of its meas- 
ure and with developments that

Until now, their joint war 
platform remains narrowly con- 
fined to a commitment to destroy 
Hitlerism and restore a free and 
independent Poland. 

If only the road to the abolition 
of the Nazi regime is perfectly 
plain, how to re-establish the Polish 
state is a horse of another color. 
Soviet Russia has participated in 
the fourth partition of Poland and 
today occupies more than a third 
of its territory. But Britain and 
France are still not at war with 
Russia. Even after Germany is de- 
feated, would they be able to create 
a new Polish state without risking 
a conflict with Russia? 


Possibility of Revolution. 

No effort has yet been made by 
British leaders here to point out how 
this might be accomplished nor to 
show what the Western Powers may 
propose about the future status of 
‘Austrians, Czechs and Slovaks. And 
nwhile, British statesmen are

Impression of Hitler, Obtained in Intet- 
views — At First He Seems Embarrassed, 
but as He Talks Seems Carried Away. 


HILE Hitler was preparing 
W ws “Peace Offensive” and 
planning to make his pro- 
posals through Mussolini, I lis- 
tened yesterday afternoon to the 
radio speech of Winston Churchill, 
Britain's First Lord of Admiralty. 
That speech certainly meant that 
the British Government and the 
British people would decline to con- 
sider any peace Hitler might offer 
at this time. 
“It was for Hitler to say when 
the war would begin,” declared Mr. 
Churchill. “It is not for him or his 
successors to say when it will end.” 

With Hitler even thus more in 
the limelight than heretofore, and 
Mussolini leaping back into the 
day’s big news, I found myself 
thinking of my meetings with those 
two dictators. 

Twice I have conversed with the 
despot of Germany. Once I have 
chatted with the autocrat of Italy. 
All three occasions left an indelible 
imprint on my memory. 


Hitler Unimpressive 

What impressed me most about 
Hitler was his unimpressiveness, He 
is pasty-faced. He is ordinary- 
looking. That little moustache of 
his is just plain silly. Features 
with a thing like that stuck in 
front of them have no chance to 
suggest brain-power. — ; 

Aft the outset of a talk, Hitler 
is distinctly ill at ease. His greet- 
ing covers embarrassment. But 
once he starts talking, he becomes 
a different man. His eyes take on 
a mystical quality, as if he were 
seeing things invisible to the per- 
son whom he is addressing. In- 
stead of seeking words in which to 
clothe ideas, it is as if he were 
releasing speech as a locomotive 
engineer starts an express train, 
leaving ideas to scramble aboard 
the verbal landslide like belated 
passengers taking a flying leap for 
the back platform of the last car. 

I first met Hitler at the Brown 
House in Munich. He was still in 
the thick of the fight for Nazi su- 
premacy. “Putzi” Hanfstaengl, that 
unique blend of Boston and Brown- 
shirt—now in disgrace—ushered me 
into the Presence. 

Hitler was seated at a desk like 
any in an erican business of- 
fice. The most conspicuous adorn- 
ments of his private office were a 
bust of Mussolini and a picture of 
Frederick the Great of Prussia. He 
was wearing his favorite costume— 
brown shirt, brown breeches, knee 
boots. Having greeted Hanfstaengl 
with the Nazi salute, he bestowed 
upon me an everyday handshake. 


Hitler’s World of Words 


Then off he went—into his world 
of words. With furious intensity, 
he championed the Nazi cause. I 
remember particularly one remark: 

“Why should a movement which 
fights only with legal weapons and 
only wishes the welfare of the 
Fatherland be considered harm- 
ful?” 

After the talk was over, Hanf- 
staengl introduced me to a sturdy, 
stubby little Brownshirt, who af- 
fably showed me a big map, cov- 
ered with pins of different colors 
denoting Nazi progress, and dis- 
coursed at length on Nazi achieve- 
ments—Capt. Ernst Roehm, later 
bumped off as Hitler’s enemy No. 
1 in the 1934 purge. 

Next time I met Hitler he was 
master of Germany. He received 
me in the Chancellery on the Wil- 
helmstrasse in Berlin. The man 
who took me to him on this oc- 
casion was Dr. Hans Thomsen, now 
German Charge d’Affaires at Wash- 
ington. 

When Hitler appeared from an 
adjoining room, I was immediately 
struck by his air of uneasiness. 
Perhaps the reason for this was his 
conventional garb. He was wear- 
ing a dark blue sack suit, obvious- 
ly the work of a good tailor, but 
his wearer gave the impression 


that, if left to himself, he would 
throw it out the window. 

He sat down. He looked off 
into space, He seemed to be listen- 
ing to mystical unearthly voices. 
The fixed fanatical gaze, with 
which he hynotizes millions of 
hearers, gleamed from his eyes. 

Statements which today have a 
strange ring leaped to his lips. 
“You in America would not toler- 
ate for one hour what we have 
been forced to endure from the 
Communist.” He hissed. The lead- 
er who is now hand in glove 
with Stalin, boss of Red Moscow, 
angrily inveighed against . “The 
Communists taking their rders 
from Russia!” How far away and 
long long ago it all seems in ret- 
rospect! 

To emphasize his tirade Hitler 
kept striking my knee with two 
outstretched fingers. If his har- 
angue had lasted much longer I 
should probably have limped from 
the room. 

Suddenly he stood up. Abruptly 
he grasped my hand. He and Dr. 
Thomsen exchanged the Nazi sa- 
lute. The interview was over. 

Mussolini is as impressize as Hit- 
ler is not. And he knows it. Com- 
pelling those with whom he has 
appointments to approach him 
across the slippery floor of a vast 
audience room, he stands in one 
remote corner of it, with folded 
arms and scowling brow—just the 
right method for causing the ap- 
proaching visitor to slip on the 
polished floor and fall flat on his 
face. 


Mussolini a Beau Brummel 


Unlike Hitler, - Mussolini likes 
conventional clothes, When he re- 
ceived me he was attired in a 
black morning coat, black trousers 
with a thin gray stripe, and an ex- 
pensive black-and-gray tie—dquite 
the Italian Beau Brummel: 

He is a little man. That is the 

most surprising thing to those 
who meet him. Their astorish- 
ment is due to his addiction to be- 
ing photographed making speeches 
from high platforms, or perched 
on a tank, or on top of a big can- 
non. 
In marked contrast to Germany’s 
Fuehrer,. Italy’s Duce is imprés- 
sive—despite his short stature.

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CENSORSH IN FRANGE 
AT SOURCES OF NEWS 


Correspondents Permitted , to 
Comment But Information 
Has Dried Up. 


(Editor's Note,—The following is 
an uncensored story of the war- 
time censorship in France.) 

By HENRY C. CASSIDY 


PARIS (correspondence of the 
Associated Press)—American cor- 
respondents. are writing pretty 
much as they please from Paris 


about the European war. i 

Military censorship has been in 
effect since Aug. 28, a week before 
Germany invaded Poland, and 


France and Great Britain declared 
war on the Reich, but for the Amer- 
icans it has been very lenient. 
Without going through the formal- 
ities of having their dispatches 
stamped by a censor, they send 
their stories directly to New York. 

So far as headquarters is con- 
cerned, they may express opinions 
or comment freely on the General 
Staff communiques. 

Only in case of mention of spe- 
cific locations or operations is there 
a hitch. Then the French operator 
may ask that the article be submit- 
ted to censors before he transmits 
it. These cases are few. 

The real censorship lies at the 
sources of news, which have dried 
up rapidly. No correspondent has 
yet been permitted to go to the 
front. All news from the ministries 
has been centralized with the cen- 
sorship. The French news agen- 
cies carry only officially authorized 
reports. 

French Press Censored Severely. 

The French press, which once 
provided a fund of information for 
foreign corréspondents, is censored 
severely. Gaping white spaces ap- 
pear in the newspapers. Some of 
the papers explain to their readers 
by inserting in the empty columns 
a sketch of an old lady with a pair 
of scissors held open and ready to 
snip. 

American correspondents are lit- 
erally writing on their honor. Cen- 
sorship headquarters has made 
clear that their present freedom 
will be lost if dispatches go beyond 
the bounds of military secrecy. But 
in the first weeks of the war there 
have been no complaints and the 
system appears to be definite. 


The persons responsible for the 
censorship acknowledge privately. 
that they are pleased vw.th the re- 
sults. They say they feel tnat their 
“press” in the United States has 
been more favorable than if they 
submitted every dispatch to scru- 
tiny. 

Censorship has become a “big 
business” of this war. The main 
office, with a large staff, is in- 
stalled in a Paris hotel. There is 
a branch at the Ministry of Post, 
Telegraph and Telephone. 

At the top of the set-up is the 
general information service, head- 
ed by Author-Diplomat Jean Girau- 
doux. His service is divided into 
seven departments. 

How Censorship Works. 

The fourth division is the press 
censorship. It is headed by Col. 
de Massignac, who served as 
liaison officer with the British 
troops in France, and later with 
the French troops in Italy, during 
the World War. Short, plump, pale 
and sandy-haired, he wears a blue 
reserve uniform. 

Under Col. de Massignac are 60 
censors, retired army officers, for- 
mer prefects, lawyers and other 
professional men, who read half 
a dozen languages and have a wide 
knowledge. They pass on French 
newspapers before they appear, 
censor all but American dispatches 
before they are sent abroad, and 
read copies of the American ar- 
ticles, after they have been sent, 
to keep a check on news appear- 
ing in the United States. 

For dispatches going through the 
censorship, the system works thus: 

A cyclist, with a special pass, 
carries four copies of each story 
to the censorship headquarters. It 
is taken by a guard to a central 
office. A secretary relays it into 
the censor’s room. 

The censor blue-pencils out ma- 
terial which he decides should not 
be sent, keeps three copies of the 
article, stamps the fourth and re- 
turns it to the cyclist to be car- 
ried to the transmission point. 

It takes anywhere from 15 min- 
utes to two hours. for a story to 
go through. The Associated Press 
dispatches, free from this routine 
reach the New York office soon 
after they are written in Paris.

SALES OF MULES T@ NATIONS 
IN WAR EXPECTED T0 BE LIGHT 


Mechanization of Army Units Re- 
duces Demand for American- 
Bred Animals. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
The Missouri mule probably will 
be in limited demand only during 
the European conflict, some horse 
and mule experts here believe. 
There has been little or no de- 
mand thus far for mules, either 
from European nations or from 
the United States Government. 

A reason for the expected lim- 
ited demand is the mechanization 
of many horse units. A. United 
States Cavalry Association official 
said the question of replacements 
and forage had much to do with 
the lack of a demand from En- 
gland. That nation would have 
to transport mules across the 
ocean to replace those killed, For- 
age would take up much more 
space than a supply of gasoline 
and little forage is grown in En- 
gland. The association said that 
since the World War England had 
mechanized 19 of its 22 cavalry 
units, There may be some demand 
from Germany although it prob- 
ably will be light if any because 
of the difficulty of running the 
animals through blockades.

Provision Would Not Change Bene- 
fits on Contracts Now 
in Effect. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 2 (AP).—Life in- 
surance company executives today 
considered placing war risk clauses 
in new policies, 
| Insurance men attending the 
thirty-fourth annual meeting of the 
American Life Convention said 
that, if authorized, such provisions 
would not alter policies already in 
force, and that benefits under those 
policies would be paid even if death 
were caused by war. 

They disclosed that Canadian life 
insurance companies had dcided to 
insert a war clause in new policies 
sold in Canada and other British 
possessions. The text, it was éx- 
plained, was similar to the clause 
employed during the World War, 
but would apply also to non-com- 
batants in the war zones.
